TVe 
ship's officers report that besides the 
insects that alighted on the decks the 
sea was dotted with quantities of 
them that had fallen from exhaustion. 
The grasshoppers are equipped with 
air sacs, in addition to breathing 
tubes. 
Tacoma biologists say the 


grasshoppers are able to fly long dis- 
tances, and, when they alight on the 
water, are buoyed up by the air sacs. 
These authorities also arsert that the 
big insects came from the Aleutian 
islands, where they are abundant in 


recipes now as to the best methods of j energy ot tne sun an$ ^ith its help 
preparing human food. 


Huge Stove Oven Uted. 


"In one part of the country there !•? 


a stone oven six feet long dug Into 
a side of a hill for the purpose of

traordinary are the powers possessed 
by conjurors. 


Saturated in Hypnotism. 


"I believe these natives understand 


hypnotism from end to end 
They do 


table-turning with a sort of alligator- 
shaped Image They ask questions of 
spirits, and s>ee bine lights. This hap- 
pens In the Gulf country The power 
of hypnotism is used to an extent 
that seems barely credible, but there 
is no doubt, to my mind, that certain 
natives are 
believed 
to hypnotize 


w"hole audiences, and they do It in 
one Instance bj means of a dance of 
the most peculiar character. I have 
seen this dance, and the extraordinary 
effect of It. The performer apparently 
dominates the whole of the room by 
his actions. The effect of the dancing 
Is that hjpnosis on a massed scale like 
this can be induced in the vvlerdest 
possible way. 


"Several people have tried to Inves- 


tigate the meaning of the mind, but 
they have not succeeded. It is qutto 
obvious that the natives are saturated 
In hypnotism as a result of t' " p—ic- 
tice of many centuries, which enables

dustrles today—can be made sjnthet- 
icallj. 


The real meaning of this- is that 


by controlling the kind of light that 
Is used the chemist will be able to 
make what he wants to by photo- 
synthesis, wnd not make what he 
does not want. It opens tip a new 
era in chemistry, the manufacture of 
foodstuffs by artiliclal means flora wa- 
ter and air, the ordmarj atmosphere 
containing carbonic acid as an im- 
purity.

The "drive" which was inaugurated 


on June 19 by the Accredited Herd as- 
sociation of Otsego county in coopei - 
ation with State and Federal author- 
ities to tost all herds owned by mem- 
bers of the association has been com- 
pleted.

bers. 
Of this number 2,045 animals 


(21%) reacted, 1,360 of which were 
grades and 4S5 pure-breds. The num- 
ber of clean herds is 183 and those in- 
fected 2'J7. There were 230 herds of 
the 480 -nh'ch received their miti.tl 
test during this dri\e. The peicentagp 
of reactors, found in these herds is 29 
and that of the 230 herd« receiving 
retest 13.

the large per cent, of reacting ani- 
mals lound on retest, is due to t!:« 
failure on the 
part or cooperating 


dairymen to thoroughl> clean and dis- 
infect^d- 
They have therefoie enter- 


ed into agreement with .state and ied- 
eral authorities no tto recognize any 
indemnity claims 
until stables and 


premises have been piopeiK cleaned 
and disinfected.

must, therefore, satisfy the manager 
of the Accredited Herd association 
that such has been done 


In order to make this work easy 


for the cooperators and at the same 
time effective, the 
association will 


piovide a power sprayer mounted on a 
truck and will do the work for each 
at a nominal cost.

it reaches the farms of cooperators, 


j each should thoroughly scrape all dirt 


and manure from floors, mangers, etc., 
with a hoe or other iron tool and then 
sweep with a stiff broom.
